USING ART STUDIO, A KEMPSTON 

MOUSE AND THE JLO DISK SYSTEM

One of the first Graphic Programs I had access to was Art 
Studio. This one program has given ay family and I many hours 
of enjoynent. Since there is no speed adjustment for the 
joystick as in ARTWORK it vas always a little hard for me to 
handle, but that is where the outstanding editing features are 
so useful. 

l also have the Tech Draw and Z-Paint software which I use 
with a Koala Pad/ Zebra Graphics Tablet. This gives one an 
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increased control of drawing, but although a fine setup I 
nissed the advanced features of Art Studio. I had read in Tine 
Designs that I could use a Radio Shack Mouse with the interface 
included with the Koala Pad. This thought intrigued ne, but 
when Kempston came out with a mouse to use with Art Studio, I 
opted for that package. 

I own a Rainbow + Interface which is a Spectrum. emulator 
with a Spectrum rear edge connector. Together with the mouse 
interface it works wonderfully well, with a control of the 
cursor unmatched with either the joystick or Koala Pad. [t vas 
only when I purchased the JLO disk drive interface that I гап 
into problems. It seems both systems address the same locations 
and they would not work together. I have also found this to be 
true of the Footeprint CPI and the Gamesmate joystick interface 
with the JLO interface. I never encountered this problem using 
the Footeprint using the mouse and I was able to make screen 
dumps using either the Aerco or Tasman portions: ої the 
interface easily. 

I vas ready to sell the mouse at this point. When I was 
reading a Nevsletter from Sinc Link, the Toronto Sinclair Users 
Group, I discovered a possible solution. In am article it 
explained that there were reports of certain Kempston™ joystick 
inerfaces that conflicted with disk drive operation. I had this 
problem also and had performed the modification suggested in 
Time Designs Magazine and it has worked vell. In this article 
however it suggested something different. They modified the 
interface using a switch to cut in and out the 5 volt necessary 
to power the interface. This could be powered off during disk 
access and in after saving/loading. 

I vas apprehensive at first, but after talking to a few 
people about switching in and out 5 volts at the interface and 
got good responses, [ decided to try. So far it has vorked vell 
and all I have to do is switch out the power to the- interface 
to use the disk system. 

I an now able to save screens using the NMI button and load 
the program successfully, the last problem to overcome is how 
to load screens into the program. This is somewhere in the 
machine code and I am at a loss as to what to do in that: area. 
If anyone knows a cure let me know. Included is a picture (made 
with Art Studio) of the Interface and where I cut the- 5 volt 
trace and added a sp/st so I could use and enjoy ay pet mouse 
with ay disk drives. 
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REMOVING LENSLOK PROTECTION 
FROM ART STUDIO 


This is the first of two articles that deal with Art Studio. 
This wonth's article includes a BASIC loader program that will 
allow the user to get rid of the annoying LENSLOK protection. [t 
should work with any version of the Art Studio machine code, 
whether configured for keyboard or joystick. It replaces the 
present BASIC program “studio” and works as follows: 

Line 120 decrypts the LENSLOK machine code. This machine code 
is encrypted to make it hard to read. Fortunately, both a 
decrypter and an encrypter are included in the first part of the 
code. They are themselves not encrypted. This line of BASIC 
Simply calls the decrypter. Once the code is decrypted, it is 
easier to make the POKEs from BASIC which follow. These could 
have been made in encrypted form, once the encrypt/decrypt 
scheme vas understood, but I preferred to do it this way. 

Line 130 makes the POKEs necessary to defeat LENSLOK. No 
pushing of ENTER is required at RUN tine. 

Line 140 removes the printing of the LENSLOK screens. If you 
would like to see them flash by on your monitor, just omit this 
line or insert a REM after the line number. This line could have 
been combined with line 136, of course, but it is written 
separately so that it can be omitted if desired. 

Line 150 starts the decrypted and modified machine code for 
Art Studio.
